During the afternoon and evening, a party | 
of drunken citizens were about the streets, 
and seversl times took eccasion to tauntingly 
refer te the patrol as they passed. So evident 
was their purpose of breeding u distarbance 
that peliceman Heath reproved them several 
times, and threatened te pat them in the 
leckup. Eventually, owe of them was arrested 
and sent to the City prisen as a precautionary 
At the close of the frst play en Saturday 
night as the crowd came ont, one Joseph H- 
Gridge came out in company with Mr. Kno- 
teem and Vaaderhe@ (afterwards wounded) 
arm in atm. As he reacbed the sidewalk 
(several soldiers not of the patrol being pre- 
dent.) Eidridge left his companions—pro- 
claimed bine a “Jeff Davis man all the 
time,” and as # to clinch the matter, jumped 
inte the crowd and lustily burrabed for Jeff 
Davis. The solders—not being’ on duty 
concluded that forbearance with ils brewing 
rebel had ceased to be a virtue, and one or two 
strack him over the head with their pistols. 
They finally succeeded in arresting bim and 
turned him over to the single member of the 
patrol who had come up, the balatice being on 
@uty in the Theater. As the patrol bore 
him up ce street, the crowd gathered around, 
iuspoded their progress, and as they were push- 
ing and haatling, Eldridge broke loose and ran 
back towards the Theater, the patrol following 
him. Ashe rushed up the street, Eldridge ran 
against Theodore Calkins, and both rolled 
ever. Both were dressed alike, to-wit: with 
a light linen coat and a sluvach hat. The pat- 
rel coming up seized the prostrate man, sup- 
posing him to be the escaped prisoner, but be 
afterward proved to be Calkins. Another 
soldier rushed up as Calkins was rising to 
his feet, and struck the latter a blow over the 
head. evidently taking bim for Eldridge. The 
patrol interfered, explained the mistake, and 
me more blows were struck. Thus far the 
evidence of Mr. Knowlton, Calkins, and the 
patrol. But now comes the unsolved mystery. 
Just as the rebel fell, closely pursued by the 
patrol, (Murphy of Co. L, 2d Cav.,) a shot

Disraisvrion or Food, Erc.—Between the 
demands of the wretchedly poor and destitute 
among the white inhabitants upon the chari- 
ties of the Government, atid the hardly more 
clamorons and not half se frequent applica- 
tions of the various Indian tribes in this Ter- 
ritory, for food ete., we do nct much wonder 
that the Commissariat at Camp is in a reduced 
condition.’ One would almost be. led to be- 
lieve that there is no systematized or indeed 


unsystematized plan for the relief of the bun- 

gry and famishing among this people, (par 
excellence) did one judge by the numbers who 
daily besiege the offices of the Col. command- 
ing Post, and the Gen. commanding the Dis- 

trict. Of course where so much claim is luid 

to superior holiness—to Saintsbip, ete., such 

cannot be the case, but yet it looks suspicious 
and is calculated to give lookers on a false 
Impression. 

The Indians have an immediate, palpable 
and tangible claim upon the Government, and 
under present circumstances, more so than 
ever before ; and as for the whites, we think 
it would redound to the credit of a community 
somewhat addicted to a loud prating about 
godliness, etc., to take charge of their own 
poor and suffering—since Government can 
very weil afford to retain ber means now being 
spent in this way, and indeed does not desire 
to deprive this people of the eredh of provid- 
ing for whatever distress arises in their midst.

‘Yesterday the military patrol arrested a man 
named Charles Blake, for circulating about 
town and freely proclaiming bimself a Jeff 
Davie follower and other like treasonable talk. 
He was treated to an honr's sand packing and 
then sent to Camp Douglas in charge of the 
guard, to undergo the punishment and whole- 
some dicipline there prescribed for blatant 
traitors. As some folks express themselves 
as being deckledly ignorant what the pun- 
ishment is for hurrahing for Jeff Davis,” we 
recommend them, if desirous of obtaining fur- 
ther enlightenment on the subjeet, to pay a 
visit to Camp Douglas almost any time during 
the next thirty days.

Fire Island, Angust 12th. 

While one of the sailing boats of the Surf 
Hotel was cruising outside this morning she 
discovered a yawl-boat containing sixteen per- 
sons, belonging to the pilot boat James Funk. 
The brig Sarah Bruce, brig Richarde, bark 
Bay State and the schooner Allanlic, were cap- 
tured and burned by the Confederate steamer 
Tallahassee. 

Passengers by the Evening Star from New 
Orleans, report that they were chased by a 
pirate steamer for four hours. Three shots 
were fired from the pirate. 

New York, August 12th. 
The Commercial’s special,says: Sberman's 
success at Atlanta is not considered proble- 
matical. The capture of the city is expected 
soon. 

No material change is expected at Peters- 
burg until other demonstrations have been 
worked out. 
The repott that Beauregard had gone to 
Atlanta, is treated here as an absurdity. 
Passengers from New Orleans, report the 
rebels in strong force within six or seven 
miles of Orleans, and were fortifying them- 
selves, apparently with the intention of mak- 
ing it.a base of operations. They are com- 
manded by Taylor. The Tache district is also 
occupied by the enemy in large force, to pre- 
vent the advance of our troops tbrongb that 
region of Texas. The secessionists of Orleans 
say it is of no importance if Mobile is lost to 
the rebels. 

A Macon telegraph of a late date, notices 
the departure of 1,600 militia from that place 
for Atlanta, and says a like number have left 
daily for a week past. 

The State troops. under Gen. G. W. Smith, 
form an army_in themselves. Georgia and 
South Carolina papers rejoice that the rebel 
army have made a stand, and appear to be re- 
lieved of the panic caused while Jobnson was 
retreating. 
Washington, August 12th. 

The following dispach from Richmond pa- 
pers, dated Atlanta 5th, says that the enemy 
bas been unusually active during the past six 
teen hours. At about 4 p. m., yesterday, a 
heavy assault was made upon the works held 
by our skirmishers, upon the extreme left, and 
after stubborn fighting succeeded in gaining 
position, but were subseqnently driven from 
it. At one o'clock last night an assault was 
made upon our skirmish line from the centre 
to extreme left. The movement resulted in a 
complete failure. 

New York, August 12th. 

. A destructive fire occurred at 9-30 this a. 
m., on the square bounded by Chatham square, 
on Matper and Dryer streets. Half a square 
was destroyed and a large number of families 
rendered homeless. 

New York, August 13th. 

Herald's special from South-west Pass, sends 
the following : The fleet under Farragut pass- 
ed the forts at the entrance of Mobile Bay, at 
8 o’clock on the morning of the 5th. The mon- 
itor Tecumseh was blown up by a rebel tor- 
pede. No other vessels were lost. The rebel 
ram Tennesse surrendered, after an obstinate 
resistance. Admiral Buchanan lost a leg and 
is a prisoner. The land forces, under Gran- 
ger, invested Fort Gaines with light 
batteries, opened upon the fort, simultane- 
ously with the passage of the fort by the fleet. 
taking the water batteries and silencing them. 
Our loss is not reported. Fort Powell, in Mo- 
bile Bay, was blown up and evacuated by the 
rebels.

The Times’ Washington special says: Not- 
withstanding Burnside claims that he carried 
ont all orders, Meade insists that he did not, 
but failed to attack when ordered, and to an- 
swer telegrams sent in the afternoon until the 
next morning. Not less than sixty-four dis. 
patches were sent by Meade to Burneide. The 
latter claims that he expected Meade to be on 
hand to direct operations, which claim will 
not, it is believed, be allowed. 

St Louis, August 13th. 

Gen. Curtis has returned to Fort Leaven- 
worth. The Indian war bas been temporarily 
quelled, but information derived from reliable 
sources strongly indicates a concerted action 
among various tribes, which it is feared will 
result in the most extensive Indian war yet 
known to white men. It is supposed that 
rebel commissioners have been among the 


Indians distributing gold, and urging them to 


rise against the whites, telling them that the 
South would protect them. 
New York, August 15th. 

Farragut, in a letter to Commodor Palméf, 
at New Orleans, says: At an early hour on 
the 10th, our fleet, lashed two and two, sailed 
into the Pass, close under the guns of Fort 
Morgan, pouring in broadside after broadside 
of grape and canister, driving the gaasen 
from their places, and leaving our vessels er- 
posed only to the fire from Forts Gaines and 
Powell, which is of less effect, on acconnat of 
distance; at the same time, Granger’s land 
batteries enfiladed Fort Gaines and caused its 
evacuation and the blowing up of Fort Powell. 
In passing the Forts, the Oneida received s 
sbot which temporarily disabled ber machin- 
ery, but was safely towed through the fre; 
but her consort, our monitor 7ecumseh, oue of 
the foremost. was sunk almost instantaneously, 
carrying down £00 men, including Captain 
Craven. The gunboats having passed out of 
reach of the Forts, they were pursued by the 


formidable rebel ram Tennessee, and three iron 7 


clad rams immediately attacked and battered 
her so effectually that she was obliged to sur- 
render in a few minutes. The ram was bat 
slightly injured. Lt. Prentiss of the Mononga- 
hela. lost both legs, and Capt. Maloney of the 
Oneida. lost an arm. 

The Herald's correspondent off Mobile, says: 
When the Selma surrendered to the Mes 
Comet, on boarding ber it was found sbe bad 
lost fearfully, her deck was covered with dead 
and dyiog, her scuppers ran with blood, and 
her Commander, Lient. Comstock, formerly of 
the U. S. Navy, was lying dead across the 
breech of a gan witb his bowels torn out. The 
Tennessee attempted to avoid the monitors and 
made for the wooden ships, but the flag aby 
and Monongahela followed ber up; the latter 
struck the Tennessee amidships with ber ter- 
rible prow, causing the huge rebel monitor 0 
reel like a drunken man.
